mpany,contenting himſelfe with the work things, 
1d when theſeruants negleRed tolooke vnto their 
iſters horſes, or diſcharge other inferiour ſeruile 
tices , he would himlelfe do them all , ſhewing him- He loo= 
f therinrather a ſeruantindeed, then a companion, kes to 0-. 
tnone was more pleaſant in couerſation then him = 
fe, none more ready in all kind of courtefies . Hz Dh 
ght by all meanes to deſerue well of all , he ſpake 
vyoge louingly and friendly , he would himſelf 
nt others in acourteous manner, and alwayes bid 
mn welcome with a cheerfull countenance , who

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came ynto him; he did eafily and willingly yield ynto 
others ; his diſcourſe was ſeaſoned witha {weere and 
plealing affability. Bur( which is hardeſt of all ) he 
keptſuch a meane in all theſe things , that tempering 
courteſy with grauity , both his ations and wore: 
ſauoured all of ſanity. It was his proper and cont. 
nuall cuſtome to diſcourſe of matters which were ey. 
ther pious in themſclues , or els feaſoned with piety, 
and to incite all with whome he conuerſed , by occas 
| ſion eyther of ſpeach or otherwite , to the hatred 
vice, & amendment of life; ſhewing them chat it wa '? 
harder to endure yices , then the remedies thereof, 
And the wholſome bitternes of thele diſcourſes he al 
wayes allayed, with the {weet (awce of many cour 
teous offices, 
-D1uers accidents alſo made X averiss his payneful 
care no lefſe admirable for his deeds, then for hi 
words. Vpona tymethe Embaſſadour being angy 
with his Harbinger , becauſe he had byn negligen 
1n preparing his lodging , reprehended him ſharpe 
for it ; but being gotten from his Maiſter ( as he' ws 
intemperate both in his pafſion and ſpeach) he inue 
He ex. ghd vehemently agaynſt him to his companions u 
: 2 Francis his hearing; who thinking it beſt to diſſembl 

fir time the matter forthepreſent whileſt he was yet in chc 
to repre= ler, forbare to ſpeake vato him, that his mind bein 
head. pacifyed he mt the eaſter be cured.

Francisallo did not only comfort and afliſt with 

l courteſy his companions when they were weary 
1th cranayling , butalſo in their daungers gaue them 
1ccour , with bis rayers , when. he could not with 
15 hands. One of the Embaſſadours chiefe pages , al- 
Rough difſuaded by the reſt, aduenturing to ride 0 
era {wift river, was brought euen to the point to be 
aſt away; for being now carryed into the violent 


treame, and not able to guide his horſe , whereby

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he became inuolued. in the: turningsr'of the waters, 
was by force thereof wo away without any hope 
to eſcape drowning ; whereat 'when others were 
By his greatly affrighted, Francis his vertue ouercame the di. 
iy dew ger. For encouraging: others to- pray. with him. to 
woes God , ke himſelfe began with all attention. And his 
lrow-. Prayers wanted not their deſired effe, for vpon a ſud. 
ning. Maine the page getting out of the maine ſtreame with 
his horſe, to-a Pallow place where the water ranne 
with leſſe force, and fotaking courage, by Gods afli-® 
ſtance, and his companions. who called out vpon him, 35 
he gotatlaſt ynto the banke,on the further fade of the 
river , being as all acknowledged, by Francis his pray- 
ers deliuered from preſent death. 
Afterwards as they trauayled ouer the: Alpes , 
where being not able to take ſure footing by reaſon of 
the driuing of cheſnow, and the craggy. rockes & p 
thes , their horſes being: tyred with no fmall daunge 
to their maiſters, the Embaſſadours Secretary fell by 
chance from his horſe, and-was fuddainly. ſwallowed 
yp ina huge maſſeof ſnow-.

Soas the 
ſicke being deſtitute both of phificke , and attendance 
dyed not more through the cotagious diſeaſe, then for 
hungar,which was a worſe plague. Beſides the filth of 
the ſhip did ſoextremly annoy thefe poore- wretches, 
that 1t was farre moretroubleſome and loathſome vn- 
to them , then ynto the others who were in health. 
X avier therfore when he ſaw the ſhip, wherin he 
ſayled full of fick perſons, calling ro mind what he had 
accuſtomed himfelfe vnto,at the be nning- of his c6- 
uerſion gaue an -cuident proofe of Kh benignity and 
vertue. That which hartned him on , would haue 
made another afrayd. He ſaw the hatches of the ſhi 
ſrowed not only with ficke bodyes, but alſo wi 
hailfe dead; he knew the diſeaſe to be very infe&ious; 
he ſaw deathsgrifly lookes before his eyes. Yet for al 
this, turning feare into charity , and knowing it was 
a kind of Martyrdome, to hazard ones life by ſuch 
contagien , for the fauing of ſoules , he reſolued to 
help the ſayd ſickethe beſt he could . And ſo he pre- 
{ently began to heare the confeflions of thoſe who lay 
n 
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a dytng; he cleanſed the fick mens bodies of their filth; 
he oy, i their linnen , dreſſed their meate, minced 
itſmal, and fed them with his owne hands. He mini= 
ſred phiſicke to the weake; he moſt Touingly cheered 
yp thoſe that were ſad; and put them, that were out of 
art ,in hope of recouery both of body , and ſoule.

And no meruayle, 
ſceing the paſſengers being thruſt yp togeather in 
cloſe roomes of the ſhip, can hardly draw their breath, 
or at thoſe tymes [carſely take any comfort, eyther in 
meate or drinke . For all their drinke , and vieualls 
being viſually corrupted by the vapors of the ſcalding 
ſanne,do for the moſt part looſe their force and good- 

nes for a tyme, vntil they be paſt the forſayd line. Ma- 
y times alſo the winds wholy ceafing,therefolloweth 


for many dayes,& ſometymes weekes together,fuch 


calme; that the ſhips are not ablero moue, to the great 
irkefomneſſe and griefe of the paſſengers . And'as the 
intolerable heare of the ſunne ,' continuing almoſt 
throughout the whole Torrid Zone, cauſeth vehemet 
feuers amongſt them that paſſe vnder it, ſodothit alſs 
bereaue many of their hues. 

At this time when ficknes came-vpon'them fo 
faſt,in ſo greata mortality of marriners & paſſengers, 
as euen they who were well, and had nothing to do 
could ſcarſe breath, Franth forgetfull of him ſelfeyn- 
derwent the burden of alt thoſe inconueniences with 
courage anfwerable thereunto, 1dging ut meet as he 
ſaw the fick mens incumbrances to grow greater ,{o 
alſo to increaſe his diligence in helping them.

Whereupon they 
preſently make ready as great a Nauy as they could, 
and with great ſummes of mony corrupt andſtirre yp 
the Paraua Kings, againſt their owne ſubiedts ; per- | 
ſuading them( 6k , that thus enuironing their enc- 
mies both by ſea and land, they might more eaſily de- 
ſtroy them . ; 

The Parauss now , when they ſaw themſelues thus 
beſet ,enuironed by their enemyes; and betrayed by | 
their owne Kings, not knowing what to do 1n this | 
caſe, they beganne to thinke of forraine ayde , ſo to 
help themſelues in this extremity . There chanced at 


the ſametymeto be preſent among them a Chriſtian 
Knight 
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Knight(called 1oþn de Cruz )a man of good accountin _ a 
his own Country,a Malabar by birth, yer-more reſem- 
bling'a Portugheſe then his owne Nation; who for 
his valour hauing byn made a Chriſtia Knight by the 
King of Portugal, had brought at that very tyme cer- 
tayne horſes for a preſent to the Kings of the Parana's. 
The- chiefe therfore of the Paraua's by reaſon of their 

ormer familiarity go wnto him, & lay open the whole 
matter before him, asking his counſayle, and aduiſe - 
hat they ſhould do? Cruz being a man both graue - 

nd pious, and hoping this feare of theirs might be 

n occaſion to bring in the Goſpell of- Chriſt among 

hem , ſo as at once, they might be fer free: from the 
miſery , both of their warre , and their ſuperſtition , 
tould them his opinion was , that in this extremity of 
danger , they were to fly to extreme remedyes : and 
ſeeing, contrary to all iuſtice and equity:, they were 
betrayed by their owne Kings, and hardly charged on 
all fides by their enemies forces , they ſhould implore 
ayde of the Almighty King of Heaue, 8 of the Portu- 
gheſes their friends, who were his denoted and reli- 
210u5 ſeruants; that ſo, proteted by the Portu heſes 
and the diuine afliſtance, they might noronly defend 


themſelues,, but alſo _"_ ouer their enemies. For 


if they would yield themſeJues ſubie&t to the Chriftii 
Relig1on, & to the Portugheſes, they certaiply would 
hght with all their forces for them, both invregard of 
religion, and becauſe they were now become 1 rs ſu- 
ets, and would alſo by the help. of God, carry the 
whole bufineiſe with as good ſucceſſe, as yalour.

gaynſt the imminent fury of the Saracens , and with- 

. all, Prieſts to1nſtrut, and make the reſt Chriſtians. 

Cocinum is a goodly Citty belonging to the Portu- 

Cocini. pheſes, fcituated on the ſea betweene the Promontory 
of Comrinum and Goa , the chiefe of all India both for 
extent and worth , nextvnto Gog. As ſoone therfor: 
a5 the Parauds Embaſladours arrined at Cocina, aft 
almoſt twa hundred myles tourney , they very fortu- 
nately find there preſent Michael Yafens the Suffra- 
gan,or Biſhops IE man very zealous for 
the propagation of Religion : who courteouſly cecer 
uing them, led them ta , we Gouernour,and commen- 
ded them and their bufines no lefle ſeriouſly chen _ 
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eually yrto him. The Gbnernor haviiig in a friend-" 


y maner heard the Paraus's ugg ek thſhewed' 
hem all courtely for the preſent, and promiſed/them' 
ſo to deale their matter with the Viceroy of 1»4/7a:'

Bur whes 
he relied them to imbrace the Chriſtian Religin, 
which they ſaw ſo manifeſtly proued ynto them, they 
anſwered , that indeed they were afraid of what the 
people would ſay , and that they ſhould want meanes 
to lie, if they ſhould change their courſe of life. And 
ſo theſe wretches making more account of what the 
people would ſay , then of their owne faluation,con- 
temned the light which began co ſhine ypon them, & 
remained obitinate in their darknes . 

Now although, as welayd, the Brachmans carry 
away the bcll for wiſedome among the 7ndjans : yet

The Portugheſes have therin a fayre Towne, 
and by the ſhore are to be feene certaine Chappells 
built by thzm in tymes paſt for the exerciſe of Chr1- 
ſian Religion. Xaxerins being thither arrived, there 
hapned a memorable accident. 

The Gouernour of the ſhip , being moued by the 
familiarity which he had gotten with Frarcis. had y- 
pon the way, freely opened his mind vnto him , and 
told him , how fora long tyme be had byn giuen to 
a certayne notorious finne,, from which _ could 
not beabſolued by the Prieſt. But X averis being a ex- 


pert Phyſitian of the ſoule , laying before his eyes the 
Y 2 cle- 
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clemency , and mercy of Almighty God , that paſ. 
ſeth all malice { which was an ordinary cuſtome in 
him, therby to draw men to Confeſſion ) made the 
butineſſe l:2ht and eaſy z and promiſed him withall, 
that as ſoone as they were arriued ( for then there was 


neyther tyme nor meanes ) he would vnty thoſe hea. 
uy bands of his . Hauing thus agreed betweene thcm- 
ſelues of the buſineſſe,the mayſter of the ſhip as foone 
as he came to Cejlanus, as though he had byn certaine 
of his faluation,caſt of all thought of making his con- 
feflion; &began to find excules, and withall to auoid 
the ſight and company of Francs , that he might not 
be challenged by him of his promiſe. But X awerins, or 
rather Gods Prouidence (Wh, as holy 1ob layth, 4 
keth the wiſe in their crafty plots) deceyued the mayſter, 
with all his ſl:1ghts. For on a ſuddaine , and vnawares 
he findeth Francs walking by the ſhore ſyde, with his 

cyes fixed towards heauen , as his cuſtome was; and 

now becauſe he could not auoyd meeting with him, 
hauing byn already eſpyed', & that he might not ſhew 
himſelfe light or ynconſtanc, he reſolved to ſet a good 
face vpon the matter , and by ſome fle1ght to delude 
the others carefulneſſe. 

He therfore firſt ſaluted him, and of his owne ac- 
cord , asketh him; How long 1t would be; before he 
would heare his Confeflion ? As ſoone as he had ipo- 
ken theſe words, faltring as it were m his ſpeech, and 
ſhzwing himſelf much troubled in mind ,X awerius foud 
preſently by his countenance, and trembling cf body 
that he had a great horrour of that which he required: 
yer did hg norlet ſhp the occation offered him what- 
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focner it were. Therfore, to free him from that yaina P rudece 
feare, merrily and { , as he was woat, Goad Te, 1? raking 
fa, quorh he, will you go then 10 confeſſion? I will Tk 64 
moſt willingly heare you, & if you pleaſe , euen heere in Con- 
as we walk vpon this ſhore. Wherups the ather being feſſion, 
ouercome not ſo much by the irkefomnes of ns foule 
finnes, as by Francs his exceeding nulenes, but indeed 
Gods diuine 1mpulſe, reſolued to makea confeſfion 
of his whole life . X aver ſeeing him to: begin with 
feare and baſhfulnes ; hearkened carefully vnto him 
firſt, as they walked vpon the ſhore : Bur afterwards . 
zhen he perceined him to go on with more courage 
and freedome, taking him gently by the band, heled 
him into a chappelt neere by : The other aut af reue+ 
rence ts the holy place, began to kneele downe, as the 
cuſtomeis, therby to make anend of the Confeſten 
which he had begun. But Francis perceauing he had 
ſome difficulty therin , forbad him to kneele for tha 
_ ent ;and toinduce him to confeſſe the more wil- 
ngly he ſpread a mat vpon a banke, that they might 
there fit more commodioully.. They had not (ates 
Jong when God fo touched bus hart,that riſing yp on a 
uddain , he felldowne at the Fathers feete, and with 
aboundance of reares and ſighes layd open all the fins 
of his whole lyfe. And hauing thus waded out of 
the pudle of finne, & disburdened his foule of all filth, 
he began with grear feeling to frequent. the holy Sa- 
crament of Confeflion / ofthe fruit: and wholefoms 
netic whereof he had nowgotten a taſk } and ferioully 
to prouide for the ſaluation of his faule. - S457 
In the meanc tyme X averixs hauing /infintiated 
Y 3 himſclfe 
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him(ſelfe into the Ceilanians friendihip , got accelle tg 
the Kings ſonne , whome he found perplexed, as well 
by his brothers example, as by thole prodigious fgnes 
whereof weſpake before, & priuately baptized him, 
together with his Couſin-German ; whereupon he 
reſolued to fly, together with ſome chiefe men of the 
Kindgdome, to the Viceroy of {ndja, and to craue hi 
ayde agaynſt the ſauage cruelty of his Father, who had 
already imbrued his hands in the innocent bloud of 
his brother & kinſmen , & now thirſted after has alſo. 
X averius was likewiſe by him informed , that moſt of 
the Ceilanians being mqued by thoſe miraculous ligne; 
of the Croſſein the ayre, and vpon the ground, did al- 
ready muchinclineto the Chriſtian fayth , but that 
their good defires were hindred , through feare of the 
Tyrant his Father. : | 

Francis being very glad of this newes,ſendethpre- 
ſently letters to Fa. Paul, who remayned at Goa , wil- 
ling him to ſend two of the Fathers , who werecuery 
day expeed from Portugall , to Ceilanwus, with thole 
noblemen , who whereto be reſtored to their King- 
dome, to haue a care of the Chriſtian cauſe in that [- 
land . And ſending backe Fa.Manſilla immediatly into 
the Promontory of Comorinum, he himſelfe crofſcth 0 
uerto Nagapatana , for the occafion which we haut 
already mentioned . But all that preparation, & Fro 
ci his expeRation , when it ſeemed now to be vpol 
the point of ioyning battayle and obtayning vio!) 
vpon a ſuddaine falleth to nothing . For at the fant 
time a ſhip of the K. of Portugal ( as. Hr being fraught 


with rich merchandize was bound back agaync from 


the 
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the Kingdome of Pegs into India ) being by force of 
tempeſt driuen into 1efanapatens, hom eh ſer v- 
pon by that barbarous King . Wherefore the Viceroy 
imploying his ſeruice for the Kings affayres , ſurcea- 
ſed from battaile, yntil the Kings goods were recoue- 
red. Andſoby making this delay, the warre, as many 
tymes it happeneth, was by differring , broken cleane 
off. Yet God afterwards gaue to X averivs what he de- 
fired. For not long after that Tyrant being diſconh- 
rted by many ouerthrowes which Conftantine the Vice- 

oy of India gaue him , the Iland of Manaris was-ta- 
ken from him, & all the inhabitants becameChriſtias. 
Thus the death of a few for Chriſt his ſake , was the 
:Cauſe of liberty and faluation to many . Fxercis there- 
:fore not toloolſe thelabour which he had takenin that 
tourney, and alſo ſeruing himſelfe of the wynd, which 
| though contrary for his returne , lay yet right for his 


going forward, reſolued tomake vie of that occaſion. 


CHAP. XIV. 


He wiſiteth the Sepulcher of $. Thomas 
the eApoſtile . 


H E Church of S. Thomas the Apoſtle was 
not diſtant from this place aboue 150.miles 
, which was very famous both in regard. of 
his ſacred reliques, and of the great reſort 
of 1ndians, whotame to viſitit from remoteplaces.He 


therefore determined to go thither in the guize of a

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 pyorePilyrime, that hauing done his.deuotion to the 
Apoſtle, hemightygo on forward to Malacs, & fron 
thence ( ynlefie God ſhould atherwiſe diſpoſe ) to Ms 
c4z4ria, whither he had.byn called by moſt toyfullt, 
dings For he had lately vndeoſtood that the lohahi, 
tants of thoſe places were-greatlydiſpaſed to recear 
the Chriſtian Religion, and that akin 'hindred the 
_ connerſion , and baptizing of many ., but want 
Prieſts. - | | 
About thelatter end therfore of Lent, he put t 
fea from Nagapatuna , with a better wind then gout 
RIO ſpeed . He had now ſayled about qo..miles wher ac i 
eltg. ary rempeſt 0880 IF IN ths remaine 7.daie 
dayes ina certayille haven which they.chanced vpon by thx 
without way . There Xawerius minding more the:pilgrimag 
eatinga- which he had-vndertaken, then humane 1mbecilliy, 
oY els lefr behind him aworthyexample of abſtinence. For 
al that time(as he that had the careof him teftifed af- 
terwards ypon his oath) he paſſed without takingany 
ſuſtenahice at all., as thoygh,being indeed inflamel 
with a deſire to vifit the holy Apoſtle, he had byn fel 
with heavenly food. Afterwards when the marrine" 
Me 6 hoiſed ſayleto be gone, he asked of the Maiſter, whe 
tell "rl ther the ſhip were ſound & ſtrong .inough?He reply 
the mar. that it was an old, & weake ſhip. Then, quoth he, we 
rinersa -muſt needs backeagayne to Na pag x we hal

But the 
Mayſter of the ſhip being deccaued bythe weather &

dafſengers tooke notice of what he had ſayd, and held 
t for apropheey.

here he intended, yer ſtill he perſeuered conſtant! 

n his parperk, and came thither at laſt on foore, wit 

rreater labour , and more merit. 

There is a towne belonging to the Portugheles 
lled cMekepora, rich, and much frequented, (citua- 
d in the ſea coaſt of Ind;a, almoſt in equall diſtance 
if you conſider the turnings of the ſea }) about two 
wwndred leagues from the Promontory of Comorinum 
& the river Ganges , built perhaps of theWines of the 
auncient , 'and famous Citty of Ca/amina. In this 
Towne there is a Church of Saizt Thomas the Apoſtle, 
where the inhabitants, and other 12dians fepgbe was 
buried z wherof euen to this day there beextant ma- 


ny remarkable ſignes. There is alſo to be ſeene the pla-+ 
ce where the Apoſtle is ſayd to haue byn martyred, & 


a Chappell wherin he ſayd maſſe. Which chappell the 
Portugheſes out of deuotion haue adorned,and made 
thereof a ſumptuous Church, giuing the Towne the 
name of S$.Thomas. In this Chappell notlong ſince, as 
they digped very deep to lay the fondation of the new 
Church, there was, as th:y (ay , the body of the Apo- 

tefound, with the ſword wherewith he was marty- 
red, andalitle veſſel] full of bloudy carth, which was 
agayne with reverence layd in the ſame place . Ney- 
ther 15 the conſtant report h2reof vayne or doubtfull 
This auncient opinton which both they of thatCoun- 
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try and ſtrangers haue of the Body and Martyrdone 
of the Apoſtic $. Thomas, is by God confirmed by an 
yearely and perpetuall miracle, For they haue a ſtone 
ſprinkled with the bloud of the Apoſtle, which retai. 
neth the prints , as it were, of freſh bloud , and thre 
dayes "i oa the feaſt day of S. Thomas( on which dy 
they ſay he was martyred ) whilſt Maſſeis ſayd ther, 
the ſayd ſtone , being naturally white, by litle 8 lite 

waxeth red, and ſweatethas though droppes of bla 

diſtilled from 1t on all fides; and at laſt rw Maſſey 

ended, it returneth agayne to the former colour . For 

which reſpeX the Apoſtles Sepulcher 1s had in great 

veneration,as wel of the Ethnickes as the Chriftizs, 

For that there come vnto this place from all parts, 

great cocourſe of Pilgrimes euen Ethnickes themlel- 

ues, who bearegreateſteemeto the Martyrdome & 

Sepulcher of thelayd Apoſtle. 

Hither therefore X awerias, out of deuotion to 5. 
Thomas the Patron of India, came in the guize and has 
bit of a Pilgrime, therby both to honour the Apoſtle; 
Sepulcher , and to affiſt the bordering neighbours in 
matters concerning their ſaluation . He found in that 
towne, beſides many inhabitants about 100. families 
of Portugheſes , who had there ſetled themſclues,and 
their meanes . Xevcrius therefore, preſently vpon his 
arrivall to this place , viſited no lefle religiouſly then 
aftetionately the Apoſtle of the Indians ; admiring 
his ſingular glory , whoſe vertue he emulated, as farre 
as a mortall man was able. And firſt he carneſtly be- 


ſought Gad , that fince he being a poore wretchi was 


called-from heauen to imitate, though neuer {lo war 
| NED | ay, 
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kely , ſo greatan Apoſtle in conuerting of the Indians 
to the faith of Chriſt, he would inſpire ham with ſome 
of his Apoſtolicall yertues. The he 1aſtantly requeſted 
$.Thomas , for the care and patronage which he had 
ouer the I»djarns , that through his 1nterceflion , he 
{might neither want courage to vndergoe the dagers , 

27 forces to endure the 4, et in trauailing ouer, & 
manuring vie, & other barbarous Countryes : and 
that dejefnedic owne , nor others ſinnes might be any 
hindrance of his following the Mowers ſteppes , as 

Rath the Moabitefſe did, in gathering vp the gleanings 
pf that our Lords field, and ( to his poore ability )re- 
poſing the ſame in Chriſts ſacred granary. . 

When he had ſatisfied his deuotion tothe Apoſtle 
he lodged with the Biſhops Vicar ( which he was ac- 
cuſtomed todo, where there was no publicke Hoſpi- 
tall for the ficke, nor place of abode for Religious me ) 
who was much edified with the great reſpet he ſaw 
him beare to Ecclehiaſtical perſons, & with his natu- 
ralaffability of ſpeech & true ſimplicity. So as making 
himſelfe wholly knowne vnto the Prelate, by laying 
open his hare before him! , he ealily wonne his fauour 
and good will . This manner of courteſy, as Iſayd be- 
fore, X averius vied, notio much to gayne friends, as to A man< 
help thoſe whome he iudged worthy of w=orrngg . her how

noiſe , from of his bed, and to creepe along with great 
warines into the Apoſtles church: yet did he not who- | 
ly deceaue the vicar, who often awaking on a ſuddain | 
perceiued him to be abſent. Wherfore he firſt diſſebled ! 
the matter , but afterwards, out of the friendly confi. * 
dence which was betweene them , aduiſed him not to |: 
go into the Church in the nighe time , nor to ha- | 
zard himſelfe by going that way which was knowne 
to be haunted with bad ſpirits , for he might perhaps 
meete with them in their vgly ſhapes , when he leaſt 
thought of them. At this Xaverius ſmiled, thinking he 
had ſaid it to make him afrayd, and ſopurting the 
Prelate off with a ieſt, ſtoole notwithſtading the next 
night priuately into the Church when he perceiucd 
' him to befaſt aſleepe. 
At this deuotion of Francis the enemies of man- 
- Kind, were mad with rage and hatred , intendingto 
driue him by terrour from that cuſtome : & ſo at mid-

= con- Lady,they'furiouſly fot vpon him on a ſuddaine, filling 
While the Church with horrible roarings , confuſed crycs, 
the De- and hydeous noyſes. But finding him nothing afraid 
uils whip at theſe their threates, they fal ypon him altogeather, 
him, and beate him moſt cruelly with ſcourges, exerciſing 

their malice ypon him , both in railings: , & blowes. 

Amidſt all theſe their violent ſtrokes he hauing more 

care how to remaine conſtant , then how to defend 

his owne backe, called ypon the mother of God who 

beheld this combat;zand ſo with vndaunted courage 
deluded atlaſt the Diuclls yaine aſſaults, and on

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nued on his prayer , not only without feare , butalſo 
with greater conſtancy. So as by this his manly & in- 
vineible perſeuerance ( a moſt deadly weapon againſt 
all diuelliſh incurfiss jheeaſily droue away theſe trou- 
blefome & outragious ſpirits.

aro woutd haue. thought the Deuill were: now roufing 
cured of himſelfe for the combat which he ſaw to be at hand.

When X awerims therfore was come thither, helod- 
gedin the ſuburbs, at a Church of our B. Lady, cal- 
led the Barres. There, hauing invoked that mighty 
Prote&reſle of the place, his moſt aſſured Patronele, 
he beginneth preſently roimploy himſelfe 1n his accu- 
ſomed workes of Charity . The people of Termt: 
had now openly let looſe their raynes., ſo much be- 
yond thoſe of Malacs, to wickednes , by how much 
furcher they were diſtant from 1xdia. For that throgh 
dayly commercement , and converſation with the 
Echnickes and Saracens,they were growen ſo ſtupide 
and blind, cuen in matters of ordinary humanity,that 
iv making their bargaines concerning trafficque, they 
eſteemed nothing vnlawfull, or yniuſt , whereſocuer 
there leemed any hope of gayne . This Citry there- 
fore, being almoſt paſt recouery, X aweriws ſerteth pon 


for cure, with the ſame art which he hats 
one 
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one at Malace. For hauing gotten the Inhabitants ; 
ood will, partly by winking. at their manners, and Pr uden= 
artly by the ſweernes of his conuerſation, he began afrng 
y litle and litle to diſcouer cheir ores , and to apply wicked 
medies thereunto. Wherein his ſingular prudence men, 
anifeſtly ſhewed it (elfe. For if he foud any one 1n- 
ngled in the ſnares of diſhoneſt loue , 1t he were a 
xerion of authority and eſteeme , he vied moſt com- 
zonly todeale with him in this ſort . 
{ Firſt, he would diſcourſe after a ſweete familiar 
zanner, & if he did not invite him to his houſe, he. 
Fould gently offer himſelfero be is gueſt. Sicting at 
table he would diſcourſe pleaſantly, thereby to open 
a way for good, and wholeſome counſayle. Then as 
ſoone as he had gottzn to beinward and familiar with 
him, he would begin to ſpeake of ce foulenes of ſin, 
and ſo by litle and litle come to the loathſomneſſe of 
carnall concupiſcence , & the inconueniences which 
enſue thereon; to which he would often alſo adde 
threats and vengeancefrom heauen. Atlaſt when he 
perceiued him to be moued, he would take him, in a 
_ manner by the hand , and induce him to make 
is confeſlion. And ſoin fine without much difbcule 
ty he eyther made him put away his Concubine, or 
elſe to take her in lawtull wedlocke.It is well knowne 
that in this kind he brought many to marry their 
Concubines , that the lawfulnes of wedlocke. might 
extinguiſh the flames of diſhoneſt Juſt. 
' Thelikecourſe he tooke to draw from the the mo- 
ney which they h4d gotten'by yſury or deceipt ; the 
{ſumme wherof was fuch ,that the Sodality , called of

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Mercy there erected, being but meanly fonded, became 
hates rich & wealthy. This was not a litle furthered 
by his often exhorting and inſtruQing of the ignorant 
people and children . Whereby the behautour of the 
Citty was amended , vniuſt Contrats difſolued, and 
the childrens eares and tongues (o filled with the Cz. 
techiſme, that al places round about ſounged with the 
pleaſant tunes of the Chriſtian dotrine. * 
But the chiefe thing which moued the Ternatiang 
was a certayne Prophecy that Francis vttered. He 
being now at Ternate {o far off from ,Amboynum, law 
by diuine revelation Tohyr CAranſine the merchant a 
dying, as he had foretould it would ſhortly happen, 
Therfore ſaying maſſe before a great aſſembly, when 
after the Offertory he turned about, as the cuſtomeis, 
to the people,ſaying Orate fratres, Pray for (quoth he) 
& commend to God theſoule of Tohn Aranſius whois 
now dead at Amboynum; yeſterday Iſaid maſſe for him 
| and ſodo now againe to day. Wherat they that were 
preſent were ſtroken intoan amazement, looking one 
vpon another , and asking how he could come to 
know that , ſeeing _Amboynum was above 200. miles 
from thatplace, and it was knowen that no man had 
comefrom thence at that rime. Then their admirati- 
on being turned into expeRation of what would be 
the euent therof, they who had bin preſent , noted 
downe his words, and the time; and a few dayes after 
there cometh a ſhip from _Amboynum, and bringeth 
newes of Arauſius his death. Wherupon comparing the 
things and times togeather, they found all to be iuſt a3 


Francs had foretould. Then they made nodoubt but 
* Yawerim 
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Yauerius a(ſuredly knew the ſame by diuine reuela- 
tion : and therefore euery one did reuerence him, as a 
Prophet . 

Now XY axerinus began to prepare himſelfe for Ma- 
cazaris, which was diſtant from that place only two 
dayes iorney . But it ſeemes it was not Gods holy wall 
that he ſhould help them, who were already ſufgcten- 
tly prouided for. At the ſametime he was informed ' 
by perſons of credit , that in-CMaurics ( commonly 
called the Country of the cHaur; ) there were yery 
many Chriſtians , who through want of Prieſts were 
brought into extreme danger of their ſaluation, Ther- 
fore tudging it beſt to afliſt thoſe who ſtood moſt in 
need, leauing of his iourney to the cMacrazarians who

Emenucl Morales: X awerius therfore hauing vnderſtood 
of their arriuall before his Geparture from Amboynum, 
being very glad that ſuch aſiRtance was come ſo hap - 
pily , appointed to euery one of them their employ. 
ment,& preſently diſpatched letters to Goa tothoſe of 
the Society, wherein begaue order that Francis Peres, 
ſhould remaine in Gog to teach the {chollers there, and 
that Cyprian and Hepry ſhould go to C:morinum for the 
help of the Neophites in that place: and the two Fa- 
thers who were already in Comorinum, with the reſt 
of the nyne, he ordeined torepayre vnto the Mo/uce?s, 
intending with this ſmal fupply to viſit all thoſe Ilads;. 
& aſſt euery one as farre as he was able. Then with 
Gods ſpectall fauour he began his 1ourney towards

It is diſtant from Amunzucium , 
QZE9d)% which is{cituate in. the firſtentrace-of the 
Iland, not aboue 150 miles, by. a dire&lyne. Butthe 
wiy ofpaſling rhither is- much. longer, by reafon.of 
the montaynes, and: the many turnings & windings 
about choſe narrow armes of the ſea: Thither d1dX awe- 
riwdirect his iorney 18 the yeare 1550. and month of 
Ottober, at whar tyme the weather 1s very could and 
bitter in 12pon. The: way was then not only rough 
ndcrappy, but couered alſo with perpetuall ſnow, 
whchthe hard froſty winter had congealed togea= 
ther, Throughout the woods there Ro downe 
fromthe trees as it were certaine ylicles, like beames

infeſted. 

Notwithſtanding all theſe, & many other vnſpe:. 
kable miſeries of the way , X averius hauing his mynd 
wholy fixed vpon the Diuine Prouidence, and Saluz- 
tion of Soules, vndertooke with incredible 10y, and 
1ubilation of harc, that ſo long and daungerous aior- 
ney,entring into the ſame, euenin the moſt ynſcaſo- 
nabletyme of the yeare . And that he might the more 
freely paſſe through ſo Barbarous a Countrey, and 
ſauagea Nation; and withall to enioy the company, 
and commodity of a Guide in fo tedious, and vn- 
couth a iourney, he maketh himſelf a ſeruant, andbe- 
commetha Lacky to a certayne 1aponian Gentleman 
of that Countrey , who by chance he met withall, 
trauayling a horſebacke ypon buſineſſe to: Hears; ac 
counting it an honourable thinge to ſerue a Barda- 
rian, or Infidell, euen in the baſeſt office , for Chriſt 
his lake. | | 

Francs therefore , running a foote by his Mat-

0 do it for him + Belides , the Iaponian when he was

Therefore , for the moſt part , he was forced 
0 trauayle barefoote, by reaſon of the many and of- —_— 
ten (lowes and plaſhes of water he met withall., and en 
otherlittle brookes that he was to paſle ouer . In ſo and mi. 
much that hauing his feere ofrentymes greatly ſwol ſeries of 
lcn withſnow, and cold weather , he trauayled with h1s jour. 
exceeding great payne ; being alſo , partly through we Ao 
running after his Mayſter , and partly through « 4 
weight of both his burdens , that he carryed at his 
backe , euen wholy ſpent , and tyred out . Beſides 
deing not able to take ſure footing , by reaſon of the 
[lyppinefſe of the yce , and roughneſle of the way, 
he receaued many a fore, and painefull fall . 
All which intollerable difficulties he not only o- 
uercame with great quiet of mynd , but had with 
withall his cogitations ſo firmely fixed vpon God , 
that even at that very tyme he became wholy abſtra- 
& from his ſenſes . For ſuch was the force of his

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weapons againſt themſclues, he began in ſuch fort t 
deale with the Boxzjes before the people, as that by 
euident arguments and reaſons, he ouerthrew they 
counterfaite fitions . But eſpecially he demonſtr,. 
ted vnto them, that none could, by the Boxzies pray. 
ers, be freed from the torments of Hell , ſeeing Na | 
was certayne , they did not obſerue thoſe conditons 
themſelues , which they had vndertaken to obferue 
for others . For it was manifeſtly knowen , that they 
being now fallen fro their ancient diſcipline, viedto 
drinke wine, tocarte fleſh priuately , and publikely to 
Lye , and commit Adultery . Whereupon the people, 
when they faw the Boxzies falle dealing laid open de 
fore their face, began to be all-enraged, and to com- 
playne, that they Pad by their treachery byn decea- 
wed, and robbed of their goods. The truth where- 
of the Bonzies themſelues were driuen at laft to con» 
feſſe, ſaying ; that vnleſle they had by their wits vp- 
held chemſclues, they ſhould infallibly haue periſhed 
with hunger . And fo from this tyme forward, they 
not only ſuffred many loffes, but foule difgraces alſo. 
Then X awerius vnderſtanding by the relation of 
The 1s. of ſome 1 aponians his friends, & by their ancient wilt 
onias fa- ten Records, that Xacas and; Amidas had lived full off 
_ of twothouſand yeares , and that Xacas had byn bork 
ner go eight thouſand tymes, and much other ſuch like ſtu 
 deſeruing rather to be laughed at , then recounted; 
he preſently with great inſtance ſet himſelfe to ca 
_ out theſe idle fables, ſhewing that they were 00 
Gods, but diuel:ſh Monſters. Whereto when the Bon 
zies themſelues,the Sorcerers,& other aduerſarye:0 
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God { being vtterly yanquiſhed ) had nothng to ſay; 
the Chriſtians were indeed yery glad, and much co- 
firmed in the fayth,and courſe which they had vnder- 
taken: Andthe Ethnickes that were preſent,percet- 
ving their Mayſters errours ,began to Bn 1n their 
owne Religion , and by litle and litle retyred them- 
ſelues to the Rtandard of Chriſt . 

The Bonzies againe, vrged Fraxcis With the autho- 
ry of the Chineſes, from whome the leaner had 
fercht their Religion ; and therfore that the [aponians 
would certainly neuer change their Religion , and ce- 
remonics , vnleſſe the Chineſes firſt changed theirs, 
Wherfore he ſhould goe , and carry the Ghoſpell thi- 
ther firſt, and bring the Chineſes vader the yoke of 
Chriſt ;and when he had ſo done, then would 14ponia 
allo willingly imbrace the faith and Religion that he 
taught, But ckeſe ſayings of the Boazies , were litle or 
no hindrance atall co X awerivs endeauours, who went 
on neuer the flower with that which he had reſolued 

1pon.. The /4poniazs , who had neuer heard any thing 
atallotthe Creation of the Sunne,, Moone, Statres, 
celeſtial Globes , Latid,Sea, Soules, & other things , 
ud not, for the moſt part, acknowledge any —_ 


keclly of ſoules,, they wpndred very much that ſuch * 
ideginning of all things , had bia wholy hadden and lo 
Ninowen,not only to.the./ aponians, but alfo to the 
Cheſes, from whence they had cher Religion, Ac laſt 
the Umiration came to this, that looke how mach 
_Jrenced X averizs & the ChriſtianReligion;ſo 
Tt 2 much 
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much they deteſted the Boxzies, & the laponien Seftes, 

By theſe diſputations therfore X awerms did ſo vere 
the whole generatis of the Boyzies ; that they whobe. 
fore his comming, were continually 1arring amongſ 
themſelues about their owne Lawes, new leauing of 
that quarrell, there was noother ſpeach among then, 


but of the law of God. And euery day there cane 
The Ja- rag*s 
poriens Many, who asked of Francs divers queſtions: as whe. 
witty in= ther there were one beginning of good & bad things? 
ecrroga- And whether that, were good or bad, it ſelf? Whenhe 


tions, 


replyed, that there was but one beginning of all, and 
that good in the higheſt degree; they alleadged againſt 
him, the euill ſpirics, enemies of mankind , who were 
certaynly knowne to be naught: If then God were 
good , why did he createſuch deteſtable creatures as 
they were ? Then X azerius anſwered , that God had 
created them all good, who by their owne fault were 
become bad, and therfore were tormented eternally 
in Hell. But then they vrged him , why did God per- 
mit men, whomehe had created ro ſerue him, to be 
deceyued by the Deuils ? And why had he not create 
their affeQtions rather inclined to yertue , then prof 
to vice? To which Fraxcs demonſtrated , that mil 
was free by nature, & had divine helps at hand, both 
to combat and get the yictory; ifhe would make wi 
therof: and wickall ſhewed, that al mankind wis tra 


med to honeft and yertuous carriage, but was by the 
ſfinne of their Parents , and their owne fatilts grow!0 
depraued. Then they fly from'imans'fault to Gods {& 
'veriry', & aske him; Why he made that infernall pri 
ſon of Hell; the greateſt of allcaills? Ant why work 
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neuer ſhew mercy to them that be condemned to e- 
en all torments f Yaneriu contrary wiſedeclared vn- 
ythem ,thatſuch was the Mnieſty of God , and fo 

at bus benefies beſtowed ypon all men, and cuery 
ein particular, that theee could beno-torment foud 
reat, which was Not dneto man for his abomina - 
wickednes; who being a baſe wormeof theearth, 
rſt yiolare the infinite power of Almighty God: yer 
chagaine was'thediuine Mercy & Clemency , that 
alwayes puntſhed-leſſe, then was deferucd , 
Theſe, & many other fuch things were heard with 
ceeding good liking , fo as they wereall cahily ſatis- 
d. Butthat which troubled the moſt; was,;that God 
med neither bountifull nor indifurtr,who having

ded & the preſſe of people gone, they might themlcl 

ues the more commodioully fee the body. 

The Viceroy therfore yelding to his requeſt, with- 

draweth himſelfe , and all the Nobility followeth 

him . But the people remayned ſtill immoueable, vr- 

ging , and requiring to haue the Body ſhewed vnto 

them: for valeſſe they had their deſire, they ſayd they 


would not ſticre a foote. And by ſtanding out her 
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fifly,they obceined at laſt their demand. For when as 
no delay would ferue the turne, F. Melchior was forced 
atlength to giue way ynto theryme, and putting the 
 preſſeof people alicle backe, vatill the Cancels were 
agayneſer vp and faſtned, X averius body was ſhewed 
tothem in his Prieſtly robes, as he was brought thi- 
ther. Which when the multitude beheld , they were 
ſodefirous to ſee it neerer hand, that ruſhing on with 
great violence they agayne brak downe the Cangels, 
Wherupon the Fat hers through a ſuddaynefearepre- 
ſendy hue the Coffin agayne , that there -might-no 
violence be offered therunto, 8& would by no meanes 
openit any more. So as the people being outof hope 
toſeeit agayne, and weary with expeRting, they that 
ſtood neereſt, & had ſeene it thou i a far of, at length 
retyred, and told the reſt what they had ſeene.

Thelameday in the euening Authony Perera a 
Portugheſe, arriued atGos with preſents, and letters 
tro the King of Bunzo tothe Viceroy of India. He was. 
lene thither by the King to procuce Xeverius returne 
Wayne into-[aponia , although it were now tos late, 
Thecontenes of the Kings letters, were thele : That 
Froxcs Xaucrins had oftentymes dſcourſed before him 
ot God the Creatour and redeemer of the world , and 
Wat his words. had taken faſt hold within his bart , 
tte inmoſt bowels of his ſoule .

Which vertue being the pri 
cipall ornameat that the Society of Les vs hath, ſhewe 
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fe moſt of all in Frarcs , euen at the firſt, when he 
g by 12041116 ſent 1nto India. lt was well knowen, 
ttheNauigation into xdjia was no leſſe dangerous 
nlongand redious. And the Society at that time, 
atocucr Rate 1t had, was not gouerned by any co- 
nd which 19242 had ouer it , but only by his au- 
rity. Notwithſtanding Franck forgetting all things 
ſides Obedience, d1d more promptly obey then he 
as commanded z and without any delay prepared 
nſelfe , cuen againſt the next day,, for that long, 8& 
noſt endlefſe iorney:fo that God may ſeeme to Wo 
ened the vrmoſt parts of the Eaſt to his incompara- 
ealacrity by this his prompt Obedience. . 
In Portugall alſo, and in India , itis incredible to 
y, bow willingly and exa&ly he performed whatſo- 
Jer Ignatius by letters commanded him; and gaue 
mtherin ſuch ſatisfaRtis (ſince he was one who ex- 
ied to haue all things ſquared out by the rule of O- 
wence )that none excelled in that point more then 
ſhowing himſelf therby a fchollar , worthy indeed 
ſuch a maiſter . For he had ſuch an eſteeme of 7g+ , uh te 
his Sanity , that he reuerenced him as a moſt eſtecmed:

He alſo required blind, and imple Obedience in 
thoſe of the Society, that leautng their owne 1udgmet 
and opinion”, they ſhould in all things ( excepting 
ſuch as were contrary to the diuine Law ) obey with- 
out any reply , or demurring ypon the matter , That 
they ſhonld not demaund of their Superiours fuch 
things as they deſired after an odious, andimportu- 
ne manner , or by any inuention wreſt their commid 
totheir owne wils; but that euery one ſhould freely 
diret his tudgment and opinion to that of his Super1- 
our, and leaue himſelf wholy therin to the iudgment 
of thoſe that repreſent the perſon of God ; houlding 
this for certaine , that in all things which they com- 
mand, God will ſo inſpire them ,as may be moſt for 
bis divine honour , and their profit . For , quoth he, 
they that ſhould do otherwiſe , would oftentimes fall 
into great troubles , yexations , and miſcries . Which 
nconueniences,, thoſe who are pernicioufly blinded 
witherrour might thinke proceeded from the Croſſe 
of our Lord , or from the Obedience; when as indeed 
they were the fruites which ſprung from their owne 
pxruerle indgement, and (elfe will . Wherefore they 
ſbouldalwaies make choyce rather to obey their com- 
4nd ;eſpecially ſeeing that it is alwayes ſecure to be 
ruled by another , but often daungerous to gouerne 
ones ſelfe.. For although, one may ſomety mes rule 
knlelfe well, yet there be very few, as gy

For it 
was infalfrbty-a deceiprofthe infernallenemy to lug 
geſt Yayne' ffourifhes of the futare and vyncertayae 
ruit that mighebereapedin other places, thereby 0 
draw vs fromthepreſent , & aſſured good which we 
doin theplaceaſhgned vs; that fo, whileſt weared!- 
firaaed wich wauertng cares , he may make a Moc”

V Vhat manner of Preachers he required 
in the Society. 


EIS E oftentimes admoniſhed the Preachers 
cow of the Society , not to preach themſelues, 
oughtto but Chriſt crucified; that is to ſay, thac 
preach they ſhould, not by handling (ubtile que- 
|= mag ſtions and arguments farre from the reach, & vnder. 
"it ſtanding of the yulgar ſort, make a flouriſh of their 
Chrift. owne learning and wit, therby to get eſteeme , ard 

applanfe of the people: but their Sermons ſhould for 
the moſt part be of moral matters, ſuch as were plaine 
and fuitable to the capacity of their yulgar audience; 
which being modeſtly,religiouſly, and prudentty ox- 
plicated, would certainly preuaile not a little towards 
the curing of mens ſoules . This therfore ſhould be 
their ayrhe , by laying before their Auditours , the 
fouleneſle of finne, and the greatneſſe of the offence 
againſt thediuine Maleſty , togeather with the wrath 
which from heauen-is threatned againſtſuch enormi- 
ties, to draw them to ſorrow of hart, and repentance-

wheras oftentymes a great deale, with offence vnro 
the people , did by little and little dry yp,and wither 
away. Hetherfore charged them to behaue theſclues 
mildly & humbly towards all, having ( as the Apoſtle 
ſayth ) peace with allyxu,and by all meanes to auoid 
contentions,eſpecially with Religious men & Prieſts, _ 
and to be mindfull alwayes of Gentleneſſe and Aﬀa- 
bility , that fo they might gaine all ro Chriſt . He vied 
alſo to ſay , that what good focucr was not gained by 
yertue, could not any way be gotten, but by rertue. 
Wherfore they ſhould take great heed, that they did 
not , according to the ratila of the world, ſeeke (or

bours,or at feaſt, fewer aduerſaries. He lykewiſe ad» 
niſed chem to emplay themſelues no lefle: frequently , 
then willingly in the exerciſe of charity & humility ,® 
by helping the ficke of the Hoſpital, and priſoners the 

| Goales, both with charitable attendance, as alſo with 
almes which they ſhould gather for them z but ſo, 
25 their help might profit them both corporally and 
ſpiritually. For by ſuch exercyſes of Charity we ſhall 
haue our owne {oules inflamed with diuine loue, and 
others alſa wilbe ſtirred vp tothe lyke deeds, and the 
ſeruants of God get credit,and authority towards the 
aduancement of the Chriſtian cauſe. But eſpecially , 
they ſhould neuer make account of ill rumours made 
agaynſt them without cauſe , which do often ouer- 
tarow, and weaken the endeauours of thoſe that be 
tearefull . Concerning this, there is extant as nota- 
ble wr ruaion , which he gaue to Fa. Gaſpar, itr theſe 
words . 
If, when at any time yougoabouta good worke, ®

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e were of the Society, as alſo with theur qualities, 
& tallents both of yerrue,, learning , & arts, yea with 
their inclinati6s alſo, & ro what they were moſt addi- 
ed, as well by nature as by diſpoſition; what zeale of 
ſoules appeared 1n ech of them , what fruit euery one 
reaped', with what griefes or afflitions ech one was 
oppreſied, tryed , and afflicted. And laſtly ſo great was 
his\care euen 1n the ſmalleſt thinges, that he would 
be certified of the meaneſt houſhould ſeruant , as alſo 
what debts were owing, , and thelike ; and ſo accor- 
dingly he diſpoſed of ech perlon,and thing 1n particu- 
lar by lecters , as was requiſite » And not contenting 
himſelf with hauing gwe order what was to bedone , 
he charged alſo the Superiours , ro lignify vnto him 
with all ſpeed , whether euery one had carefully per- 
formed ts commands or no, totheend that bis corh- 


mand rothem might fer an edge vpoa their cares, for 


the berter diſcharging of their office. <2 
Maoreouer,althoughin his trauailes chroughoor 
the vemoſt Eaſterne parts , he bent all Ine forces for 
the conuerfron of as rerun Nations, nocwith- 
ſtanding in his returne back,through almoſt infinite 
tracts of the Ocean , he at times viſited thoſe of the 
Society which were committed to his truſt,deuiding 
his care according to his double charge,that he might 


fo abſt ſtrangers, as not to be wanting to his owne. 
Certainly , by his {ingular induſtry and vertue, he {o 


* contrived all things, that if you conſider , how much 


he aduaunced the Chriſtian Religion , he may ſeeme 
to haue had no time to think of the Society: & againe 
i you turne your conlideration to the Care co 
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had of the Society , you will thinke, he neither did; 
-——heyn poſiiblyhaue had tyme to performe , any. 
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
